Another half-dozen stories of medical detec- 
tion similar to those in the author’s Eleven 
blue men (Booxkuist 50:254, Mr 1 54) and 
likewise taken from the New Yorker. These 
absorbing narratives focus upon the fear- 
haunted wanderings of an amnesiac, recent 
investigations of bat-carried rabies, a case of 
carbon-tetrachloride poisoning, the history of 
aspirin and its role as a killer of children, the 
New York City Poison Control Center’s work 
with common but potentially lethal household 
products, and an example of cortisone-induced 
manic-depressive psychosis. Accurate medical 
knowledge dispensed in remarkably palatable 
form for the general reader.

Five vacationing English children who are 
temporarily abandoned in a small French vil- 
lage as a result of their mother’s sudden hos- 
pitalization are rescued by Eliot, a compatriot 
who offers them lodgings in his hotel. The 
events of that curious summer are related by 
a thirteen-year-old member of the quintet 
who writes quietly but tellingly of Eliot’s 
secretive behavior, his attraction to her eldest 
sister, the murder of Paul, a servant at the 
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hotel, and Eliot’s disappearance shortly before 
the police arrive and disclose his true identity. 
The charm of the book lies in the author’s 
ability to evoke a world in which moods, emo- 
tions, personalities, and experiences ‘are sharp- 
ened by the awareness of adolescence. 


Seton, Anya. The Winthrop woman. 
Houghton, $4.95. February 25. 1 


Again the author of Katherine (BOooKLIst 
51:42, S 15 54) rallies to the defense of a 
maligned historical figure, and again she 
weaves imagination with documented facts to 
create a sympathetic portrait of an impetuous 
rebel who lived fully, suffered much, and at 
length received the reward due her courage. 
The young widow Elizabeth Winthrop was 
perhaps the most unwilling Puritan who ever 
came to New England, for she detested and 
feared Governor John Winthrop, who was her 
uncle as well as her father-in-law. A second 
marriage to Robert Feake, the governor’s 
choice, dragged through years of Robert’s in- 
creasing insanity; when he deserted her Eliza- 
beth secured a divorce in New Amsterdam, 
contracted a common-law marriage with virile 
William Hallet, and found with him a love 
that was adequate recompense for exile and 
persecution.

A big, sprawling novel with locale in England 
between 1912 and the period immediately pre- 
ceding World War II. In recounting focal

I've been there in a book. Carroll Barnes, 
Three Rivers, Calif. 1957. 13min. color, 
$150. 

Inspired by one of Bernard De Voto’s books 
two boys re-enact the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition. In this way they demonstrate the im- 


pact of a good book on the imagination of a 
child, causing him to dream of great adven- 
tures, real and unreal. Taken in Sequoia Na- 
tional Park in the High Sierras of California, 
the photography is excellent. Walter Kingston 
is the narrator. Particularly good for chil- 
dren’s film programs and usable also for 
presentation by a librarian to parent-teacher 
or other adult groups working with children. 


Kid brother. Written by Irving Jacoby. 
Directed by Alexander Hamid. Mental 
Health Film Board. Distributor: Con- 
temporary Films. 1957. 25min. $145. 


Frustrations of adolescence and the wrong 
way to solve them are followed through teen- 
age Kid Brother Phil. Feeling he is misunder- 
stood by adults and trying to act grown up at 
his brother Jim’s engagement party, Phil 
drinks more than he can take and ends the 
evening stretched out ignominiously in view of 
the guests. But Phil had tried: he had worked 
at his father’s assignment to the soft drink bar, 
had put on recordings for dancing, and, to 
become part of the party, had brought from 
his room his prized jazz record, a collectors’ 
item, as a gift to the engaged couple. When 
it was broken, his sense of defeat was height- 
ened. Jim remarked, “It had more to do with 
me than with the champagne.” Phil drank too 
much because he “felt lost and squelched and 
sore.” Stimulating for discussion of emotional 
problems of adolescence, rather than of alco- 
holism specifically, the film is of value for 
parent-teacher and child-study groups, high 
school counselors and teachers, councils on 
alcoholism, and workers with youth. A dis- 
cussion leader is recommended for lay groups; 
for teen-age showing, a discussant with under- 
standing of adolescence and alcoholism. Spe- 
cialists in psychiatry, psychology, and alcohol- 
ism supervised this well-planned, well-made 
production.

This studv of behavior of children, aged six, 
seven, and eight, in play, shows how much 
ritual there is in games, how each child has 
to pass regulations to belong to this “society 
of children.” The ritual is passed on by the 
children and is important in their acceptance. 
They must learn how to play the games and to 
believe in their own superstitions and stand- 
ards. The children learn in a seemingly ef- 
fortless way many intricate and complicated 
things like counting and riding bicycles. The 
film then examines how this way of learning 
can be used in school. A first grade is shown 
in which children do not know they are sup- 
posed to hate school and learn as if it were a 
continuation of play. In another grade a teach- 
er is using the innate curiosity of children to 
start their interest in science. The children 
are natural in their play and the use of the 
variety of wavs they play makes a fascinating 
study. The film is very well presented with 
good photography and narration. It covers so 
much, however, that a skilled leader is needed 
to clarify and give meaning to some of it.
